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Districts Need 
‘Political Clout’ 


Legislators in Sacramento are not 
concerned with the problems of 
Orange County school districts 
because the districts, with some 
exceptions, are not making themsel- 
ves heard at the state level. 

This was the impression gained by 
Yorba Linda School District officials 
when they visited Sacramento to 
confer with area legislators recently. 

Board President James Brewer 
revealed the attitude of the 
lawmakers in reporting on the 
meeting he and Superintendent 
Sterling Fox attended in the State 
Capital. 

The report led to a lengthy 
discussion at last week's meeting of 
the local board on how to remedy the 
situation. Trustee Gerald Rost 
asserted that the districts need 
‘political clout’’. 

Such ‘‘clout’’ may be in the 
making through the Orange County 
School Btard Association, Rost 
revealed. He is a member of that 
organization and reported that 
consideration is being given to 
formation of a political action 
committee to bring pressure to bear 
on the legislators. 

Rost said it may be time for school 
districts to have a ‘‘full time 
employee’’ in Sacramento. 
Legislation regarding education is 
so voluminous and complex that

A citizens request for a stop sign 
on Prospect at El Cajon Avenue 
brought a negative recommendation 
from city staff because traffic 
conditions did not meet criteria but 
the Traffic Commission is going to 
take anottrér look ‘at“the situation. 

Meanwhile citizen protests again- 
st a public trail that exits on Prospect 
near El Cajon Avenue hasf been 
recommended for closing. 


Richard Polen of the City 
Engineer's Department said the 
traffic on the street did not warrant a 
stop sign. He said that a 40 mile per 
hour speed limit on Prospect was 
based on a 1974 study. 


Sgt. Larry Baker of the Brea Police 
Department said that since the study 
was made homes have _ been 
completed and _ occupied, that 
vehicular and pedestrian traffic has 
increased and that perhaps a second 
look should be taken at lowering the 
speed limit.

Baker added that traffic limits are 
easier to enforce at lower speeds. 
Polen replied that studies are 
generally effective for five years. 

At this point a citizen introduced 
the trail situation with the remark

cars traveling at 40 mph. 


Another citizen claimed that cars 
come out of El Cajon at high speeds 
after halting at the stop sign. He 
added that trees along the street 
create a sight problem that prevents 
horse riders from seeing cars 
coming on Prospect. 

Sgt. Baker also talked of cars 
parking on the, west side of Prospect 
where homes do not front on the 


street. He recommended that 
parking be banned there. 
The commission voted to 


recommend that the trail be blocked 
and that action on the stop sign 
request be delayed until another 
study is made on the speed limit on 
Prospect. 

Projecting goals for 1976 commi- 
ttee members were generally agreed 
that the committee is functioning 
well but had some suggestions. 

Judy Christie wanted a review and 
strong recommendations on streets 
intersecting with Yorba Linda Blvd. 
Polen said the staff is currently 
making studies on this problem. 

Ronald Ross complained that the 
speed limits on some streets are 
‘too high’’ and wanted them 
reviewed. Mary Ann Coscino called 
for educating the people on horse 
safety. Edward Mier advocated that 
the committee keep in mind the 
major goal of making recommenda- 
tions of safety. 

Phylllis Paul desired more 
publicity for the committee’s work 
and also for staff to better control 
hazards caused by construction.

Wiggins said he ‘punctured that 
balloon’”’ but when asked what his 
future plans “are replied that he 


intends to make his next term his 
last one. 

From his Washington office 
Monday, Wiggins told the Star that 
he had decided ‘‘a long time ago not 
to make a career out of being a 
Congressman.’’ He _ said _ that 
although he has no definite plans he 
wants to leave Congress ‘‘while | 
stiH# have a productive life ahead of 
’ Right now Wiggins is concentrat- 
ifig on running for reelection. 

The Republican lawmaker gained 
national prominence during the 
Watergate hearings with his 
defense of President Nixon until the 
decisive tapes were revealed. 

Later his name was one of those 
sabmitted for possibly filling the 

mcy on the United States 
preme Court but he did not get the 
appointment.

PUEA Asks To 


Represent 
Teachers 


Placentia Unified Education 
Association (PUEA) has petitioned 
the board of education to act as 
exclusive representative for all 
teachers in the district during 
collective bargaining negotiations 
which get underway July 1 

The petition will be posted April 1 
‘conspicuously on all employee 
bulletin boards in each facility of the 
public school employer in which 
members of the unit claimed to be 
appropriate are employed,’’ accord- 
ing to law. 

Posting will continue 15 working 
days. If the petition is not 
challenged, trustees will either 
recognize PUEA as the exclusive 
bargaining agent or call an election 
to be conducted by the state 
Educational Employment Relations 
board (EERB). 

Under SB 160, the exclusive 
representative must represent all 
employees in its bargaining unit (all 
employees, whether association 
members or not, with a ‘‘community 
of interest,’’ e.g., all teachers). 
for individual grievances.

necessary time to spend on keeping 
abreast of all the developments, 
according to Rost. 


He warned, however, that 
economic differences between 


districts might make it difficult to 
get together on financial matters. 
But the trustee noted that 
unification on a single issue could 
carry considerable weight due to the 
number of voters who would be 
involved. 

An _ association _ representing 
administrators was branded ineffec- 
tual by Rost. 

Bremer complained about the 
Rodda Bill which granted collective 
bargaining rights to teachers. He 
said the legislation denies districts 
state aid to cover legal problems the 
bill will probably generate. 

In that regard, Assemblyman 
John Briggs has announced he has 
co-authored an Assembly appropria- 
tions bill to reimburse school 
districts for the substantial cost 
increases they will experience 
because of the new responsibilities 
imposed by the Collective Bargain- 
ing Act. 

Briggs introduced the bill after 
conferring with the local district 
officials and those of other area 
districts. 

According to Briggs’ announce- 
ment, collective bargaining will 
mean that districts will have to 
divert badly needed educational 
monies into the bargaining process 
if his bill is not passed. 

“I think it is the responsibility of 
the Legislature to assume these 
costs and not pass them on to the 
local property taxpayers. This 
measure is one of the most 
important pieces of legislation 
facing us today if we are to face up to 
the financial plight of every school 
district in California,’’ Briggs said. 

Commenting on teachers achiev- 
ing collective bargaining, Fox said 
they now ‘‘have the best of two 
worlds, collective bargaining and 
tenure’.
